Monsignor Kennedy's five years' 
valuable labors as Rector of the 
.\mcriean ( ollege have ibeen reoog- 

iilzcd by the Pope, who has created 
l.iu! Titular itishop of Adrianapolis. 
The I'ope rc<-eived from his hands 
in -spciial audience this week the 
first volume of the Catholic Ency- 
clopedia begun by Archbis.li'ip Farley. 
The work. His Holiness predicted, 
will greatly aid the cause of Cath- 
olldsm among English spaaUng 
races. 

I he promotion of -Mgr. O'Connell, 
IJector of the Cafholic University at 
Washing,'-! on. I). ('.. is considered In 
\atican circles as the first step to- 
\\.\yi\ his transfer to some other 
iiosition. it is said to be a case of 
letting him be promoted ao that be 
can be removed from his place. There 
may be some truth in this gossip, 
as the Trustses of the Wasblngtan 
University recently met and there 
was much dissatlsilBCtion regarding 
existing financial conditions at th-i 
university. Since the Wagguman 
failure, which caused the loss of 
about $soo.0oo. efforts have been 
made by the Trustees, who all are 
either ilishopa or Archbishops, and 
who are headed in their work by 
Cardinal Q!l>boa«, of Baltimore, to 
retrieve the fortunes of the univer- 
sity by means of private subscrip- 
tions un<I collections in each dioces 
of the <>ountry. The bclieme pr 
in the main a failure, as ver\ few 
jirivale Hubscriptions vN'erc c<illected, 
an<l only small amounts from each 
of the dioceses. At the suggestion 
of the university's Trustees, the 
Vatican authorities have decided to 
select a very efficient man for 
Rector, in <irder to place the finances 
of thi- university on a more solid 
basis. The man ap)x)infed will be a 
Jiractieal ,id niiii i st rator. It is thought 
either W'jr. Kirliy. Hwtor of the 
irisJi College, or Mgr. Kennedy, pres- 
ent ruler of tbe American College, 
will be appointed to tbe position of 
ruling over the Catholic University, 
at Washington. 1 
Mgr. O'Oonnell may be sent as 
Coadjutor to some Importaok dioossa 
in .\merien, ns recently has been the 
case of the prelate liearinj; the .s.:uiie 
name who was sent to succee<l the 
affed Archbishoi> of Itoston, It Js 
generally believe<l in Koine that Mgn'.

I'ini'sl in llii' coniitry an<l wurtli tlic. 
nioni'V. Now cumfs Sebastian Zorn. 
President of the ll<iaid of Water- 
works, uikI ileclares tlia^ water is 
too cheap and he proposes to in- 
crease the profits of tbe Louisville 
Water Company hy decreuing the 
discounia for prompt payment. 

Though the lettera have not been 
made pubUc, it ia said that there has 
been a lively OTohnga ot opiatlea 
between Mayor Grinstead and Pres- 
ident Zom on the proposed deoreflse 
in disoounts.
